Under  authority  conferred  by  law,  regulation  12,  of  the  special  regulations 
governing  the  movement  of  livestock  between  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  United  Mexican  States  (B.  A.  I.  Order  327),  issued  November  17,  1930,  and 
effective  on  March  1,  1931,  is  hereby  amended  in  the  following  particulars: 

Following  the  word  "  ruminants "  the  comma  is  eliminated  and  the  word 
"  and  "  is  inserted ; 

Following  the  word  "  swine  "  the  comma  and  the  words  "  and  live  poultry  " 
are  eliminated. 

This  amendment,  which  is  designated  as  amendment  1  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  327, 
shall  become  effective  on  August  1,  1932.
